MATTHEW ARNOLD. 
HE ARRIVES—AND TALKS. 

New York, Oct. 22.—|Special.)|—Matthew 
Arnold, the distinguished English poet and 
essayist, arrived by the steamship Servia to- 
day. A reporter called upon him this even- 
ing at the Windsor Hotel. Mr. Arnold has 
hardly anything poetical in his appearance, 
butisa plain English gentleman. ‘There is 
about him, however, the polished ease and 
high bearing which mark a man of refine- 
ment and culture. In conversation he is 
most undemonstrative—using no gesture— 
but his eyes kindle as his re 
marks grow more earnest, and the 
emphasis is expressed by the deepening 
tones of a musical voice. Those who have 
seen portraits of his father, Dr. Arnold, of 
Rugby, so familiar to readers of Tom 
Brown's Schooldays.“ would instantly recog- 
nize him. He has the same solid-looking 
head and thoughtful cast of countenance. 
Nothing can exceed the graciousness of his 
manner. Ile is as simple as a child. 

“It affords me pleasure to converse with 
journalists,” he said, but you must not ask 
me to deliver oracular opinions about things 
of which I am ignorant. For instance, an 
American reporter in London asked me what 
1 thought of American institutions. How 
could I answer when I am come 
to get some informtion about them? 
The London Times, which has never been 
friendly to me, came out with a thundering 
article on my coming here. Lowell, whom I 
know very well, told me that i had already 
an audience here among the cultivated. I 


‘felt a little doubtful about my reception, be- 


cause some people chose to associate me 
with irreligious opinious, wherens Iam only 
investigating truth all the same. Some of 
my friends wanted me to bid for 
Irish support by lecturing on ‘Celtic 
Literature,’ but 1 thought it inadvisable. 
I have always been well received by Catho- 
lies, and in my lecture on Numbers“ there 
will be matters touched upon that will deep- 
ly interest them. Cardinal Newman has 
written the kindest things to me. 5 

“lam amused to find that many people 
here think Edwin Arnold is my brother. lie 
is no relation whatever. His book, The 
Licht of Asia,’ seems to have taken a great 
hold here. It seems to me quite unintelligi- 
ble, and not to be compared with the great 
work of St. Hilaire, La Buddha.’ It is like 
the character of Christ written by a Jew. 
One prefers to go to more authentic 
sources.“ 

“I thought of going to Concord before 
lecturing on Emerson, but 1 hear it is a 
dreary journey,so 1 have given it up.

is not shaken, not an accredited dogma 
Which is not known to be questionable, not a 
received tradition which does not threaten 
to dissolve.“ Further, he says that the 
strongest part of our religion today is its un- 
Conscious poetry.“ Mr. Arnold is, too, a true 
Wordsworthian worshiper and his first ef- 
fusions, “The Strayed Keveller, and Other 
Poems,” published in 1549, shows unmistak- 
able evidence of this influence. The little 
volume, nevertheless, aboun“is in pictures of 
life, sweetness of language, and magic 
sound. ‘Lhe most attractive poem is, per- 
haps, The Forsaken Merman,” of which 
Mr. Algernon C. Swinburne, a brother poet, 
had said: The sont is a piece of the sea- 
wind, « stray breath of the air and 
bloom of the bays and hills. Its 
mixture of mortal sorrow with the strange, 
wild sense of a life that is not after mortal 
la w; the childlike moan after lost love min- 
spree with the pure outer note of a song not 
zuman; the look in it as of bright bewil- 
dered eves with tears not theirs and alien 
wonder in the wateh of them; the tender, 
marvelous, simple beauty of the poem, its 
charin, as of a souhd or a flower of the sea 
set it, and save it apart from all others iu a 


niche of the memory.” Mr. Arnold’s 
second volume of poetry was pub- 
lished in 1832. The most important 


poem i=in the book is 
Empeddeles on Etna.“ and treats of the 
last day and night of the Sicilian poet-philos- 
opher previous to his leaping into the burn- 
ing crater. This volume was withdrawn 
and substituted by another in 1853, and it is 
by this latter book that Mr. Arnold is best 
known. It contains Sohrab and Kustum’”’ 
and ‘The Scholar Gipsy.” A third series of 
poems was published in 1855, the most re- 
markable verses being Balder Dead.“ a 
poem founded on a famous legend of Norse 
mythology. ‘The work is characterized 
by simplicity, race, and vigor. In 
1858 ** Merope, a Tragedy,“ was published. 
It is on the Greek model, and Mr. Swinburne 
says it is a work of steady aim and severe 
success.” ‘The extent of that success may, 
however, be put into a very narrow com- 
pass, for it is questionable if it was anything 
more than an experiment. Mr. Arnold’s last 
volume of poems was given to the world in 
1867. The most prominent additions are 
Thyesis,” The Terrace at Berne,” and 
Dover Beach.“ One of the poet’s last effu- 
sions, if not the last, appeared in Macmillaw’s 
Maguzine in the tall of 1882. It is entitled 
“Poor Mathias,” and, although it is but a 
“stave” to a dead canary, the sentiment ot 
it will be long remembered by every lover of 
true poetry. 

The field of literature opened 2 
to Mr. Arnold on his bemg appoin to the 
Chair of .Poetry at Oxford, and he made his 
first appearance with Lectures on Trans- 
lating Homer.” His “ Essays on Criticism ”’ 
was issued in 1865, and this work will fur- 
nish any reader whose time is limited with a 
true estimate of the author’s ability, which 
is of no common order, as a eritic.- @q@aarm 

Apart from literature Mr. Arnold’s pro- 
fession may be said to hate been that of 
education. He was in 1857 appointed one of 
the Inspectors pt the British schools, and in 
1860 was sent to the European Continent by 
the English Government as assistant to the 


state of education in France, Germany, and 
Holland. ‘lhe result was a series of iuterest- 
ing works on the subject. 

Mr. Arnold’s bitterly sarcastic article, A 
Word About America,“ published in the 
Nineteenth Century in the spring of 1 
can hardly have faded from the memory o 
most of us. He there emphasizes his persua- 
sion that the Americans of the United 
States are English ple on the other side 
of the Atlantic.”’ Strange to say, although it 
is only eighteen months siuce the words were 
written, the following passage also oecurs: 

As for my esteceming ita hard destiny which 
should force me to visit the United States, I 
will borrow Goethe's words and say that not 
the spirit is bound but the foot; with the best 
will in the worid I have never yet been able to 
ap fa America, and probably I never shali be 
able.

tines,” or whether we are a civil 


ized and cultivatea Nation, as we claim to

Why run 
the risk of breaking a tie Which, it is so hard to 
join again? And the risk is not to be run light- 
ly, and one is not always to attack people's iliu- 
sions about religion merely because illusions 


about the Coristian religion must surely be clear 
to auybody with eves in his bead. Onc is, that 
men cannot do without it; the other, they 
cannot do with it as itis.

to consider the civil-rights decision. Iuvita- 
tions had been sent to Messrs. MeDon- 
ald, Hendricks and English, as well 
as to leading, Republicans, but only 
the latter appeared at the meeting.

Another 
resolution declares that we recommend to 
the coiored voters of Indiana that they seek 
in every way possible to compel the various 
political parties to a practical recog- 
nition of the rights of citizenship of 
the colored people of the country, 
and another declares that the time has come 
when the negro should demand of this Na- 
tion fair play and the respect due an Amer- 
ican citizen, without the dependence upon 
the accident of the ascendency of any pur- 
ticular party.

OCEAN DISASTERS. 


Large Number of Mackerel Fisher. 
men Reported Lost in the Fear- 
ful Gale of Last Saturday 
Night.

A PRISON TRAGEDY. 


Recalled in Counection with the Trial 
of Convict Mooney at Joliet for Mure- 
dering His Cell-Mate.

The Cap- 
aiuof the nigbt watch and the Deputy Warden 
were calied. Mooney was transferred to the 
solitary, and the mangicd body An- 
derson was conveyed to the dead- 
rvom,’ it was stripped, revealing 
the most revolting mutilation ever witnessed.

inches jong, clear through the body. One on 
the back of the right hip ueariy severed the leg.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Oct. 22.—[{Special.]—Ad- 
vices from the chief wheat-growing secuons or 
the State are to the effect that the farmers are 
holding the grain back from the market and 
very little is changziog hands. The low prices 
and a falling market bave had the effect tu keep 
the granaries locked. One leading dealer at La 
Crosse says that he bas not purchased a singie 
car-load of wheat .in the open market this 
month. and that his share of the trade 
ought to be at least tweaty-five car-loads.

A consid- 
erable proportion of the persons engaged in 
those disturbances were hoodium boys, half 
erazed by liquor. Thirty thousand boys, it 
was carefully estimated, then visited the sa- 
loons of Chieago nightly. This number is 
now reduced to 3.000 to 5.000; and Mr. 
Elmendort deserves most of the credit of 
the reform. His influence has been felt,

moreover, not only in Chieago, but through- | 


out the United States, the exainple of the 
Citizens’ League having spread East and 
West, and resulted last year in the forma- 
tion of the National League, with Mr. Elmen- 
dorf for its first President. But his death is 
particularly a severe blow to the Citizens’ 
League of Chicago. Noone man can supply 
his place. It will require the united 
efforts of many earnest citizens to make 
good the loss of his, noble, self-sacri- 
ficing spirit, undaunted courage, and tireless 
energy. The object of the meeting tonight 
is to honor his memory in the way he would 
have wished it to be honored—by providing 
for the continuance of his work on an en- 
larged seale, with ample resources and reén- 
forcements of men, means, and methods. 
Among the speakers tonight will be the Hon. 
Emery A. Storrs and the Rev. A. E. Kittredge, 
who with Mr. Elmendorf were the original 
incorporators of the Citizens’ League; An- 
drew Paxton, agent of the league; John V. 
Farwell, C. C. Bonney, and William Rey- 
nolds of Peoria. There will be appropriate 
music furnished by members of the Mozart 
Club. The hour of meeting is 7:45.

DISFRANCHISE UTAH. 

The recent message of Gov. Murray, of 
Utah, a strong and resolute official, gives 
corroboration, if that were needed, to the 
statements that have lately been made public 
with regard to the treasonable attitude of the 
Mormon people and Government towards the 
United States. He declares that a combina- 
tion has long existed and still exists in Utah 
to nullify the laws of the country and the 
decisions of the Supreme Court. There is 
here another irrepressible conflict. The 
militia of the Territory are entirely in the 
hands of the priesthood. The Territorial 
officers, tho Federal officials, are by direc- 
tion of the priesthood elected by meth- 
ods that are in utter opposition to the laws of 
Congress. The Territorial Government is 
unlawful today just as it has been for thirty 
years, and every effort of the Governorio 
assert the authority of the United States 
vested in him is defeated by the greater au- 
thority of the priests. 

The elections prescribed to be held in 
August, 1882, by the Edmunds law were not 
held as directed, This failure was met by 
an act of Congress known as the Hoar 
amendment, and this too was instantaneous- 
ly and successfully nullified all over the Ter- 
ritory. Every one of the officers whom the 
Goveraoor appointed under the authority of 
this act of Congress was refused recognition. 
“The universality and unanimity of this re- 
fusal all over the Territory,” he says truly, 
“could only have been seen on this earth in 
Utah.“ In no other civilized country proba- 
bly would such an act of contempt and de- 
fiance for the supreme power have beer sub- 
mitted to. No other Government would 
allow such a state of affairs to continue as is 
deseribed in his remark that independent 
of every act of Congress relating to the Ter- 
ritory an ecclesiastical Government exists 
there today, and has existed there for the last 
thirty years, intended to meet all the re- 
quirements as to temporal affairs,of men in 
that Territory.“ 

When a temporal and political sovereignty 
is established under the cover of religious 
liberty it is evident that liberty is being 
abused. Such an act of insubordination 
and rebellion ought to he met, no matter how 
insignificant. No Government can afford by 
tolerating such a state of affairs to teach its 
own subjects contempt for it. We do not 
leave the moonshiners of the South alone in 
the enjoyment of their illicit sti'ls. Much 
less should the very much greater conspiracy 
of the Mormon hierarchy be left to acquire 
the government of half a dozen Territories 
containing vast deposits of mineral wealth. 
The action to meet this chronic rebellion 
should be taken before the power of the con- 
spiracy of nullification becomes so great that 
the politicians are afraid to touch it, if that is 
not already the case. 

What these measures should be it is not 
hard to name. The whole Territory should 
be disfranchised and put back into the hands 
of Congress. Its position then would be like 
that of the District of Columbia, and the 
political monopoly of the Mormon nuilifiers 
would be broken for good. But deeper ef- 
forts should be made to reach the roots of 
Mormon nullification. The evit of polygamy 
is in large measure perpetuated by the 
secrecy of Mormon marriages. A law should 
be passed by Congress requiring the validity 
of marriage to be attested by public records. 
The ease of divorce that we ail wish to see 
checked elsewhere in this country should be 
encouraged in Utah, and the means for se- 
curing alimony for injured wives should be 
made expeditious and certain. The right of 
dower that is enjoyed throughout the civi- 
lized world should be réstored in full to the 
poor women of that Territory. 

Oneof the nurseries of Mormonism is the 
ignorance of the immigrants and the chil- 
dren with regard to the histery and institu- 
tions of this country. It isa part of Mormon 
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policy not to let them become Americanized. 
The foreign population are not allowed to 
know the real beneficence of the Government 
under whieh they live. This should be 
changed. Instruction should be given to 
these people apart from their priestly mis- 
leaders. Especially should the children be 
taught what it is to be Americans. The 
schools of Utah are in the hands of the Mor- 
mon priests, and their pupils are not allowed 
to catch the fires of patriotism or pride of 
country. No harder blow could be struck 
the Mormons than to have the compulsory 
education of their children in Federal schools 
united with special attention to teaching 
them the stirring history of its early and late 
patriotisms. ‘The Mormon superstition could 
not survive that. 


CAPITAL AND LABOR IN THE SOUTH. 

Mr. Henry Watterson’s remarks at the 
bankers’ convention recently held in Louis- 
ville and the tone of all the speeches made 
by Southern delegates have directed atten- 
tion to a certain phase of the relations be- 
tween capital and labor not usually consid- 
ered in the political economy of the South. 
The several speakers described the growing 
prosperity of their_section, and Mr. Watter- 
sop was positively poetic in his enthusiasm; 
but all alike concluded with an appeal to the 
capitalists of the North to lend their money 
freely, and at the cheapest rates, to be used 
in the development of the country. All of 


which has suggested to a writer in the Cin- | 


cinnati Commercial-Gazette to ask why the 
South is so anxious to be a borrower if it is 
progressing so nicely as its bankers and its 
sentimentalists say. The question is perti- 
nent. Why isn’t there a demand in the South 
for good, strong, industrious muscle for the 
development of the richness with which the 
land teems? Why don't the Southern people 
seek to utilize for themselves all the wealth 
of the region instead of mortgaging it to 
Northern capitalists? Why is there no move- 
ment for building upa vast and homogeneous 
power of industry such as the generic term 
ot the West” represents? What new ele- 
ment of wealth and progress is there in 
bonds and mortgages for those who issue 
them unless they be given for the acquisition 
of new property or as a pledge for new pro- 
duction ? 

There is no region on the face of the 
earth where labor and capital are so com- 
pletely separated as in the South. The work 
is done by one set of men and its profits are 
monopolized by another set. The demand 
for inereased capital comes from the class 
which does not work. The laboring men 
would derive no benefit from it. When 
Eastern capital is loaned in the West it goes 
to men who are working out their own fort- 
unes. The loaner has the pledge of health, 
industry, and ambition in addition to the 
lands upon which he advances his money. 


‘The Western borrower works for himself as 


well as for the money-lender. The Southern 
borrower expects a certain distinct laboring 
class to work for him and also for the 
money-lender. 
vorable to the development of industry. The 
laboring man, limited to the barest pittance 
in order to pay the money-lender his interest 
and the landowner his profit, and deprived 
of the hope of bettering his own condition, is 
not tempted to put forth great energy. He 
is not earning land for himself; he is not 
laying up resources for his old age; he is 
not providing educational facilities for his 
children. He is simply working from hand 
to mouth for the benetit of an exclusive 
class, and those who follow him are expected 
to do the same. Added capital under these 
conditions is not calculated to promote prog- 
ress or the more rapid development of the 
country. 

What the South needs is more work rather 
than more capital. The capitalists t the 
North and East have provided money for 
raiiroad-building as rapidly as the people 
were able to take care of it, and long since 
advanced to the States more money than they 
were able or willmg to pay. If there is no 
consuming desire to lend money on Southern 
farms it is probably because the capitalists 
do not care to acquire the property and have 
no guarantee in the industry of the owners 


that their mortgages and interest will be paid 


prompily. If the landowners of the South 
would borrow the habits of the landowrrers 
of the West they would not clamor so much 
for the money of the Eastern capitalists, or 
if they needed the latter they would find no 
difficulty in obtaining it. If they were more 
tolerant of people who are willing to work, 
both capital and labor would seek employ- 
ment in their region. It is the habit of idle- 
ness and the tradition of superiority and ex- 
clusiveness which retard the development of 
the South more than the lack of capital, and 
Mr. Watterson will do his people more good 
by telling them so than he will be able to do 
by any poetic appeals to Northern capitalists, 
who do not deal in sentiment. 
RANDALL'S GROWING CHANCES. 

The latest evidence of Randall’s strength 
in the contest for the Speakership of the Forty- 
eighth Congress comes from the Charleston 
(S. C.) News and Courier in the shape of a 
Washington special letter which purports 
to expose his combinations, and an accom- 
panying editorial article which makes a 
frantic appeal to the revenue-reform Demo- 
crats in the House to make a last rally for 
the defeat of this protectionist. 

The theory advanced by the News and 
Courier is, that Mr. Randall’s candidacy isin 
the hands of the very same elements, led by 
the protection interests of Pennsylvania, 
which secured Keifer’s election in the last 
Congress. The most striking circumstance 
connected with Mr. Randall’s candidacy,” it 


says, is the perfect unanimity. with which | 


he is supported by the same elements which 
made Keifer Speaker and controlled the 
tariff legislation in the last Congress“; and 
the News adds that it doesn’t make so much 
difference as is generally supposed in the 
South that the present candidate is a Demo- 
erat and the successful candidate last year 
was a Republican. 

This isan admission of considerable im- 
portance. It means that the advocates of 
protection taxation efercise an influence over 
Democratic councils not second to that which 
Mey exert over the Republican councils. The 
parallel drawn by the News between me 


| Keifer forces and the Randall forces is the 


more significant of Randall's strength be- 
cause elements which could advance a man 
of Keifer’s mediocre ability to the Speaker’s 
chair will find their task an easier one with 
a candidate of Randall's vast political expe- 
rience and personal force who has already 
made two successful campaigns for the 
Speakership. 

While making a desperate effort to alarm 
and unite the revenue-reform wing of the 
Democratic party against Randall, the News 
nevertheless anticipates that he will be 
elected.

Despite the contemptuous rejection by the 
London workingmen’s clubs of the State- 
aided emigration scheme proposed by Lord 
Shaftesbury and other aristocratic philan- 
thropists, it appears by a dispatch of last 
week that— 3 | 

The Evglish Society for Promoting State- 
Aided Emigration persists in inquiring into the 
condition of the working classes in the Bast End 
of London, with the view of ascertaining how 
many persons may feel inclined to emigrate to 
Northwestern Canada. 

The needs of the London working classes are 
urgent. ‘here has recently been a depression 
in trade, work is slack, and hungry English- 
men are desperate fellows. Something pos- 
sitively must be done, lest, to paraphrase 
the words of Danton, the poor who have 
been permitted to grow up as animals may 
turn into wild beasts and rend their task- 


masters. 


The condition of the English working 
classes in many of the towns is now as de- 
plorably wretched as when Dickens wrote 
“Bleak House.” The legislation enacted 
since then has not touched them. They are 
still in the same state of squalid misery, 


‘hopeless dependence, and terrible poverty. 


They are kenneled together in un wholesome, 
filthy, plague-breeding tenement houses, 
Notaray of sunshine lights their miserable 
lives. Their only solace is in the stupor re- 
sulting from strong drink. Americans can 
hardly form any idea of the abject state of 
the families of the town poor of England. 
A writer in the current number of the Fort- 
Nightly, Review, presumably Mr. Escott, the 
editor of the magazine, tells asad story of 
the lives of these people. 

The writer of the article visited four of the 
principal resident districts of the London 
workingmen. IIis first visit was among the 
stevedores. A meeting had been called ina 
saloon to make provision for the interment 
of the wife of one. “Five of the thirteen 
females who were drinking there had black 
eyes.“ He visited the home of one, the most 
intelligent of those present. This man’s 
earnings averaged from $6 to $7 per week all 
the year round. He lives with his family, a 
wife and two children, and in one room 
twelve feet by thirteen, and about nine 
feet high. This is “the best in the 
street,“ the stevedore says. The furniture 
consists of a wretched bed, two chairs, 
and a deal table. The bed linen is dirty.“ 
and “quilts in a worse condition.“ He pays 
five shillings a week rent. He cannot afford 
two rooms. Wouldn’t do to run behind, ye 
see, Credit here isn’t good— wages isn’t 
reglar. Never know Saturday night what'll 
earn by next Saturday. So the most of us 
arter a good week has a booze.“ The wife 
confirms the husband, and congratulates her- 


self that she is not like her neighbor. - 


“They’s hard uns. Few on them like Jim, 
what allus gives me some’at for clothes of a 
good week afore he goes out—tukes me with 
him, too, he does.” The air of the room 
where the four people were caged was fetid, 
poisonous, and fever-breeding. 

Visit No. 2 was to a street near Euston 
Station. Knots of men are standing around 
the saloon at the corner, unkempt, most of 
them half-drunk, the whole street is loud 
with women’s Voices. The language used 
is not to be deseribed.““ A bricklayer’s room 
is visited. The walls and ceilings are almost 
black with filth. The two-pane window has 
been patched and broken, and has never 


been washed. The one bedstead is covered 


with a straw-tick; there are no sheets. 
Everything is dirty, and the stench is sicken- 
ing. The husband is in bed drunk. Itis 
Monday. The wife answers some interrog- 
atories. Her “man” calls out, Stow your 
jaw and leta man sleep.” -He earns $6 a 
week, but then for long spells in winter he 
has nothing to do.” The rent of the one 
room is three shillings and sixpence. The 
wife bears unmistakable signs that her 
“man” occasionally corrects her with his 
boot or fist. 

The third visit is in the vicinity of the 
Drury Lane Theatre. “The air of the whole 
place is loathsome.” In the houses visited 
husband and wife are “dirty, slovenly, 
endemic.’’ There are scars on the woman’s 
neck and breast. The water is supplied to 
the whole tenement from a cistern, the sides 
of which are covered witha slimy deposit. 
The water is thick, muddy, and gives fortha 
noxious odor. The smell of the room is 
penetrating. The air, which knows no sun, 
is made noisome with the staleness of old 
filth and the breath of human beings.” 

The reviewer says that he picked out places 
far above the average in every \locality he 
visited, and that he has been careful not to 
exaggerate the condition of things which he 
witnessed. He could easily have found 
places many times worse. Dr. Carpenter, in a 
report to the Croydon Board of Guardians the 
2th of August last, published in the London 
Daily News the following day, told of “a 


_four-roomed cottage inhabited by two sepa- 
rate families, bo the tenant and by prosti- 


tutes. There was not a single stick of furni- 


ture in the house, a door laid on afew bricks 


being used as a kind of bedstead. Nor was 
this the only place of the sort in Croydon by 
a great many.” 

The evil effects of overcrowding, drunk- 
enness, debauchery, and crime are visible 
everywhere. Young girls brought up among 
prostitutes, uneducated and slatternly, be- 
come prostitutes themselves, It is estimated 
that there are fully 50,000 families living in 
London in as miserable state as any of 
those described. Their cases call for remedy. 
Even for their own sake the wealthy people 
will be forced to attend to their wants. An 
epidemic would spread with bewildering and 
alarming-rapidity at the present moment in 
London. The proper housing of the poor of 
the English towns, the writer in the Fort- 
nightly says, is the first problem that the En- 
giish Radicals should set themselves to. 


ENTERTAINING STRANGERS. 

It is perfectly true that the Americans 
make a tine art of obeying the Scriptural in- 
junction to entertain strangers. We are not 
sure but that we are the only modern people 
who have adistinct genius for social and, 
perliaps, civic hospitality. Now and then a 
great warrior lands upon foreign shores ouly 
to receive the unfeigned admiration of the 
multitude, for it yet remains true that the 
military hero is the ideal us well as the idol 
ot the people. In illustration of this state- 
ment we all recall the cordiality with which 
Gen. Grant was received by foreign courts, 
and by that more human and more humane 


section of all communities, the masses of the 


people. When England entertained Gen. 
Grant, no doubt England meant to tender 
the assurances of good-will to the Nation 
which Gen. Grant’s good right hand had 


helped to save. But it cannot be said with 


truth that England is socially hospitable. En- 
gland’s hospitality is characteristically limit- 
edtoherhome-life. In the homes of Eugland 
hospitality is as bright and glowing as their 
great open fires at Christmas-time. Indeed. 
what is true of England is true more or less 
of the Continental nations. America has not 


only the genius for social hospitality, but 


almost its prerogative. Whenever in mod- 
ern life has a foreign jurist had such hos- 


pitality as has been tendered to and accepted 


by the Lord Chief Justice of England? Why 
limit che inquiry to one person or to one 
rank or walk of life? There comes to the 
United States a distinguished Judge, per- 
haps more illustrious for personal qualities 
than for legal lore, at least than for legal au- 
thority in his profession, and he becomes in 
fact, if not in original intention, the guest of 
the Nation. He has been received and en- 
tertained from first to last with distinguished 


| and for the most part with gracious hoapi- 


tality. It is simply inconceivable that any 
other nation, great or small, would have in 
like fashion played the part of host to a for- 
eigner in the same walk of lite. 

It is in the heart and temper of our coun- 
trymen to welcome Mr. Henry Irving, though 
in a widely different profession, with the 
same unaffected sincerity, and to bid him 
from the first godspeed. The people gen- 
erally will pay their respects to the distin- 
guished artist, and through him to the no 
less distinguished artiste Miss Terry, and 
bid them welcome to our shores and to the 
boards of our theatres. 

Perhaps the value and significance of 
American hospitality is somewhat marred if 
not measurably destroyed by the considera- 
tion that it is sometimes proffered, accepted, 
and abused by the unworthy recipients of it. 
It is perfectly safe, however, to lavish this 
social grace upon Mr, Irving, for Mr. Irving 
is not an adventurer. His standing at home 
is that of a gentleman, and a gentleman in 
the English sense of that much misused and 
misunderstood term. Heis aimost as distin- 
guished, certainly as weicome, in the social 
circles of London asin the achievements of 
his art. | 

It cannot be taken for granted that the 
criticisms upon the acting of Mr. Irving will 
be as lavish of praise and as unwanting in 
disparagement as those to which Mr. Irving 
is accustomed at home. There is danger 


that a class of critics may unwisely and un- 


fairly spend their dramatic strength upon 
the extraneous and palpable faults of the 
actor, and so really lose sight of his intrinsic 
and less ostensible merits. Mr. Irving is a 
student—a painstaking and conscientious 
student. He has a reason for all his readings 
and interpretations, unless the English peo- 
ple have failed to understand his character 
as an artist. 

By some the American public is accused of 
hastiness in critical judgments;. but New 
York, Boston, and Chicago are not lacking 
in accomplished dramatic critics. These 
will have eyes to see and ears to hear. From 
their pens Mr. Irving will get fair play. Mr. 
Irving could wish for nothing more than 
fair play, for flattery is not compliment. He 
will not get flattery, but will get justice.

THE UNITED STATES OF AUSTRALIA. 

The Australian colonies are becomina rest- 
ive under English domination, and are yearly 
giving evidence of a growing desire to 
emancipate themselves fully from the con- 
trol of the Home Office. The agitation re- 
cently carried on in consequence of Lord 
Derby’s dogmatie refusal to permit Queens- 
land to occupy any portion of the Island of 
New Guinea has extended over the whole 
island continent and brought out significant 
expressions from leading men. The discus- 
sion going on in the London papers about 
the refusal of the Victorian Government to 
permit the landing of Irish informers at 
Melbourne develops another phase of the 
increasing difficulty. 

Prof. Dicey, the well-known Radical writ- 
ter, having taken occasion to condemn the 
conduct of Mr. Service, the Victorian Pre- 
mier, for his part in the matter as lawless 
and provocative of violence, Mr. Murray 
Smith, the agent of the colony in London, 
has written. to the Times to say that the 
Home Government communicated to Mr. 
Service their purpose to send the informers 
to his province. Thereupon Mr. Service 
formally protested against this course, but 
“in spite of the protest” they were sent. 
The colonists were put upon their mettle, 
and refused to receive them, just as the Aus- 
tralians in 1849 objected to the landing of 
convicts. The action of the Home Govern- 
ment then, as now, was at first arrogant, but 
it preferred, on reflection, to keep its con- 
victs rather than lose its colonies. : 

These matters are evidences of the grow- 
ing spirit of independence of England, 
which, according to Archibald Forbes, who 
contributes an interesting article to the Nine- 
teenth Century on the Australians, awaits 
only the proper opportunity to manifest it- 
self. Mr. Forbes says that, notwitstanding the 
surface loyalty of the Australians and their 
fondness for British ways and customs, he 
has the implicit conviction, arrived at after 
careful study in the colonies, that “if En- 
gland should ever be engaged in a severe 
struggle with a Power of strength and means 
in what condition soever that struggle might 
leave her one of its outcomes would be to 
detach from her the Australian colonies.” 

There are many reasons for this convic- 
tion. Jn the first place, the Australian towns 
and settlements, which are nearly all on the 
coast, would undoubtedly be subject to fre- 
quent raids by the cruisers of England’s 
enemies, forced contributions would be ley- 
ied, and perhaps the towns laid in ashes. 
All that England has now to guard the ex- 
tended coast-line of the colonies consists of 
one ironelad, three gunboats, and two 
schooners, and these might be withdrawn to 
protect places nearer home in the event of a 
war. England’s war would also tend to 
cripple the colonies financially, as it 
would materially interfere with the 
trade of the colonists, who have 
a decided tendency to borrowing. The 
closing up of the English markets against 
the products of the great island, Mr. Forbes 
thinks, would bankrupt half the colonial 
merchants and “dislocate Australia com- 
mercially along the whole line.“ The cred- 
itors are mostly English, and were the war 
protracted “there might be a default in the 
interest on colonial debts, public, semi-pub- 
lie, and private.“ The debtors would claim 
that it was not their own fault that they were 
unable to meet the obligations, but the fault 
of the English people in going to war and 
bankrupting them. Apart from this, there is 


a young element growing up in the colonies 
who know not England and care little about 


her. This class regard with feelings of un- 
mixed displeasure the arrogant methods of 
the Llome Government in reference to the col- 
onies, and with feelings strouger than dis- 
pleasure the insolence of the English officials, 
who affect to despise them as the descend- 
ants of conviets. And there is an Irish one- 
third of the population not noted for loyalty 
to England. 

The federation movemeut which is now 
making some progressiu the country, Mr. 
Faybes believes, will not be successful until 
the colonies cut loose. Then federation would 
be a burning necessity. The colonial cry 
would widen iu its volume; it would swell 
vehemently into “Australia for the Aus- 
tralians.“ The colonies, including New Zea- 
land and Tasmania, have a population greater 
now than that of the American colonies 
when Washington cut the connection with 
the mother country with his sword. Who 
shall be the Washington of the United States 
of Australia?

No effort is made by Democritic papers to 
dispute the correctness to this estimate of pro- 
tection Democrats except by the statement 
that Randall's friends do not expect to secure 
this large vote until after several ballots 
shall have been taken.

Disasters, 
WARLIKE CHINA. 
‘THE BLACK FLAGS.. 

Hone Kona, Oct. 22.—Advices from Yun 
Nan confirm the report that the Chinese are 
assisting the Black Flags in Annam, who 
number 3.000 men, exclusive of those in the 
&arrisons at Bacninh and Sontay. 

Advices from Hai Phong, Tonquin, say 
residents dread an attack from a thousand 
pirates envamped in the vicinity. The French 
earrison at Hal Phong is small, but it is be- 
lieved able to repel an attack by the pirates. 
Rebnforcements, however, are anxiously 
awaited. There is great activity in the Chi- 
hese camp tothe north of Hanoi, and it is 
feared the Black Flags will assume offensive 
operations. | 

Decisive action of the French forces from 
Hanoi against the Black Flags at Backninh 
is impending. The weatner 1s cool and the 
ground rapidly drying. The French garri- 
son at Hanoi is momentarily expecting 3,000 
reénforcements, which will furnish an avail- 
able force there of 7,000. Admiral Corbett 
has taken command, and will immediately 
begin an active campaign. 

The pirates menacing Hai Phong were 
wa from the coast by the French gun- 

ats. 


TONQUIN. 

All is quiet at Tonquin. The French 
forces have not advanced beyond Hanoi, and 
will not attempt any forward movement un- 
til reénforcements have arrived. 

Official advices from Tonquin state that 


| the roads are still fiooded, but the weather is 


improved, Several raids have been made by 
the French forces to cut off the enemy’s sup- 
plies, The health of the French troops is 
perfect. 

Admiral Meyer forwards a report that the 
Chinese troops encamped on the frontier, 
near Mon Kai, have returned to Canton. 

THE SITUATION AT CANTON, 

The Viceroy of Canton objects to foreign- 
ers traversing the streets. Ten thousand 
men are concentrated near Canton, osten- 
sibly on account of anticipated popular com- 
motion. : 

The Viceroy complains of the withdrawal 
of a Portuguese gunboat with the watchman 
who drowned a Chinaman and precipi- 
tated the recent riots. The Viceroy de- 
mands that the watchman be handed 
over to the British courts for trial. The 
Portuguese officials in reply said the prisoner 
wus at Macao. If the Chinese wished they 
could prosecute him there. 

Reports of an approaching war with for- 
eigners are circulat in the interior of 
China. The people in Yun Nau believe the 
Chinese army is preparing for a war of ex- 
termination against foreigners. 

The Viceroy of Canton has asked for 1,000,- 
000 taels for the payment of losses incurred 
in the recent rioting. His agents are asking 
for arms. 

AT SHANGHAI. 

SHANGHAI, Oct. 22.—The Chinese Admiral 
has arrived here with eight gunboats. Sir 
George F. Bowen, the English Governor of 
Hong Kong, left Pekin for Hong Kong, after 
a sutisfactory interview with the Chinese 
Minister of Foreign Affairs. 5 

A SERIOUS SITUATION. 

Hone Kone, Oct. 22.—The newspapers 
state that the French have discovered that 
the forts at Bacninh are mounted with 
Krupp guns too strong to be taken by assault.

BIOGRAPHICAL. 

[He was a native of the North of Ireland. 
paternally descended from one of the pio- 
neers of the Ulster Plantations,’ was born 
in 1818, and educated for the Established 
Chureh. A taste for travel and adventure 
induced him 1838 to set out for Mexico, with- 
out any very definit aim. Ou arriving in 
New Orleans, he went on two excursions 
up the Red River, trading and hunting 
in company with the Indians, and

He afterwards traveled through almost

Fall of a Train on the Delaware & 
Hudson Line Near Fort Ed- 
i ward, N. v. 


Three Passengers Killed Outright and 
. Twenty-two Other Persons 
Badly Hurt. 


A Newsboy the Only One on Board Es- 
caping Without Some Sort of 
Injury. 


Fort Epwarp, N. V., Oct. 22.—[Speelal.] 
—The passenger train No. 78 on the branch 
of the Delaware & Hudson Canal Company's 
railroad, which runs from this place to Glens 
Falls and Caldwell, at the head of Lake 
George, met with a frightful accident near 
this place this afternoon, by which everybody 
in the cars except the newsboy, Eddie 
White, of Lake George, was either killed or 
wounded, About eighty rods north of the 
Fort Edward Station the track crosses the 
Glens Falls feeder of the Lake Cham- 
plain Canal, which connects the lake 
with the Iludson River, and it was here 
the accident occurred. The engine and 
tender crossed the bridge in safety, but an 
ominous rambling and crackling was heard, 
and alinost before the engineer could realize 
what had had happened a sinking, dragging

There i$ a pretty good demand for money. 
which is strong at recent quotations. There is 
a sulficient supply to meet all current demands 
for call loans at 5 per cent, but jenders antici- 
pate @ strengthening market for all classes of 
loans from this time on well luto the packing 
season. The amount of money on deposit in 
the Chicago banks is decreasing, and loans to 
New-Yorkers make but a smali total. ‘Transac- 
tions in Eastern exchange yesterday were ut 
par, but 25c premium per $1,000 was asked in the 
afternoon. Currency shipments to the country 
were small. There was a fair supply of sterling 
bills ot exchange, and the demand was good, but 
the market was weak in sympathy with New 
York. Futures continue tobe offered. Bankers’ 
sterling was 481 for sixty days and 484 for de- 
mand; decumentary, 479'4@479\. 

On the whole there was a good trade in invest- 
ment securities, some houses reporting a larger 
day's work than usual and others a dull one. 
There was considerabie inquiry for city railway 
shares, but off the Chicago Stock Exchange the 
dealings were small. The railroad bond market 
is strong, any small concession immediately 
bringing out purchasers. Sales were reported 
of $2,000 Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 46 at 
8644, and $20,000 at 86%, 83.000 Jacksonville & 
Southeastern 68 at *. $2,000 Cook County 7s of 
1885 at 103%. Government bonds were very 
strong. There were saics of $20,000 coupon 4s at 
121 9-16 and $10,000 at 121%. $15,000 registered 4s 
at 21% and $25,000 4448 at 1149-16. Board of 
Trade 5s, $1,000 at 98. 

The tension on the New York stock market 
was somewhat reiaxed yesterday, but there were 
still many features of interest init. The de- 
mand for Northern Pacific preferred for voting 
purposes was of course over, but there was at 
times a difference of 2 per cent between cash 
and regular sales. There was, however, no 
stock bought in under the rule. The stock showed 
a decline of 2% points at the opening. The com- 
mou was higher at the opening, but soon fell. 
Later on the premium on preferred disappeared 
and it loaned flat. The Villard crowd say that 
they have secured enough of the preferred 
stock to carry through the second mortgage 
scheme. The Vanderbilts and Grapgers were 
strong. The bears operated vigorously the lat- 
ter part of the day, and the market closed 
weak. The sales were 533,635 shares. There 
were rumors on the street of an impending fail- 
ure in the tobacco trade. j 

The demand for currency in the South and 
Southwest is large. a popular method of obtain- 
ing it being the deposit of gold at the New York 
Sub-Treasury for which silver certificates are 
received. Gold to the amount of $11,000,000 has 
been sent for that purpose from St. Louis, New 
Orieans, Memphis, Mobile, and Galveston since 
March 3, the amount from Oct. 9 to Oct. 18 being 
$2,806,000. 

‘The New York Financial Chroniele, which bas 
exaggerated notions of the importance of gold 
imports, seems hopeful of a considerable tlow 
this way during the fail and winter. It calls 
attention to the fact that the fiscal year began 
with a difference of $55,000,000 in the foreign 
trade account in our favor as compared with 
last year, and also to the probability of small 
merchandise imports. It also counts on such a 
readjustment of prices on grain and provisions 
between this country and Europe as will soon 
lead to increased exports. The recent 
small shipments of gold to this country are de- 
clared to have been made as a prolitable opera- 
tion, but if, as the Chronicle says, exchange now 


+ justifies the importation of gold it must be only 


under exceptuonally favorably circumstances 
for the shipper. The market bas certainly not 
reached the gold level. 

The available cash baiance of the United 
States Treasury rose $1,200,000 in four days re- 
eently, mainly from internal revenue. The re- 
ceipts from customs have been decreasing for 
some time. The total at New York from Jan. 1 
to Oct. 18 was $119,158,999, aguinst 8133, l. 357 
the corresponding period of last year. 

The droutu of August and September is now 
having itseffect on the dry- goods trade, the 
output of the mills baving been greatly re- 
duced. Recent auction sales bave further cut 
down the stocks, which are now rather iow in the 
East. Collections have, however, Deen good, and 
commission-bouse receipts have been larger 
than in any previous October. But prices are 
lower than ever before when the cost of produc- 
tion is considered, profits are small, and the 
abuses of credit—such as dating ahead—bave 
weakened confidence. Of woolen goods, large 
quantities have been forced on the market by 
dealers weary of carrying them. Sales of bank- 
rupt stocks have depressed prices, and many 
manufacturers have receutly started up after a 
period of restricted output that was not long 
enough to sufficiently reduce stocks. 

The revonues of the British Government for 
the last quarter were £401,942 less than for the 
corresponding periodof last year, customs du- 
ties falling off £71,000.

Wheat was more active and much stronger. 
It closed on Change le above the latest prices 
of Saturday, at e bid for December and hx 
bid for January. The British markets were 
quoted dull and heavy; there were rumors of a 
large increase in the yield of France, and our 
receipts of car-lots were expected to be big, 
which was afterwards veriGed by the posting of 
581 car-loads of all grades.
